ROYAL GREENWICH is to get a 
prestigious cruise liner terminal, 
and that’s official. It will mean a 
first for London, and a massive 
boost for the local economy as the 
borough cements its reputation as 
an international tourist hotspot. 

London’s Mayor gave the terminal 
the go-ahead last Tuesday (August 25), 
and confirmed he is satisfied with the 

at the development at Enderby Wharf 
in Christchurch Way on the Peninsula. 
Nearly half a million pounds is being 
committed to monitor and improve air 
quality from the developers. 

A revised scheme for the terminal 
project was approved in July by the 
council’s planning board. London’s 
Deputy Mayor for Planning, Sir Edward 
Lister, also gave the plans the go ahead 
last Tuesday. 

The terminal could be open for 
business in as little as two years. The 

new homes, including affordable 
housing. It is also due to include a new 
skills training centre, with courses in 
maritime skills, catering and hospitality. 

It will be the fifth borough skills centre 
to be promoted by the council, and 
will join the construction skills centre 
at Kidbrooke, the digital skills centre 
on the peninsula, the catering and 
hospitality skills centre, and the Hadlow 
equestrian and horticultural skills 
centre on Shooters Hill.

Lack of waste 
bins in Woolwich

there are a lack of bins in the area. Perhaps 
more can be put in place. There are cameras 
in the area. Do they work? Also fly-tipping 
in is a big concern. Maybe fines should be 
enforced. This is a very big issue and needs 
to be addressed.

• A council spokesperson said: "The 
team of litter pickers referred to were 
volunteers working at an event organised 
by the 'Wonderful Woolwich' community 
group. This group is a member of the 
royal borough's Environment Champions 
scheme which is organised and supported 
by the council. We work in partnership 
with community groups, loaning 
equipment and arranging for waste to be 
disposed of properly following local clean- 
up events. If you would like to find out 
more about becoming an environmental 
champion you can e-mail cleaner@ 
royalgreenwich.gov.uk or telephone 
020 8921 6157. Litter bins are generally 
placed in areas where there is significant 
pedestrian use and high volumes of litter, 
for instance near local shops, schools 
and bus stops. We regularly review the 
placement of our litter bins and will do 
so again following your letter. There are 
a number of cameras in your vicinity. 

These do work and support the work of 




the police, wardens, street cleaning and 
enforcement staff. Enviro crime officers 
investigate all reported incidents of fly- 
tipping where there may be evidence of 
who the waste belongs to. The council 
pursues prosecution of fly-tippers where 
evidence is gained and a successful 
prosecution is likely. As reported in GT 
last month, we recently pursued a case 
and caught fly-tippers in Plumstead after 
we were notified by residents through 
Twitter. There is currently no Fixed 
Penalty Notice (FPN) available specifically 
to address fly-tipping but FPNs of up 
to £300 can be issued under littering 
legislation. In the last year the council 
has issued 2,744 FPNs for littering type 
of offences. To help the council combat 
fly-tipping please report any instances by 
contacting our Contact Centre on 0208 
921 4661. Or by completing the online 
form available on the council's website. 
Information that helps us prosecute 
includes: 

• The date, time and place. 

• How many people are involved and 
what they look like. 

• What has been tipped - how much and 
what it looks like. 

• The details of any vehicles involved 
including make, colour and registration 
number if possible. 

Importantly please provide us with your 
contact details for the purpose of a 
witness statement. 


Cycle Lane restrictions 
in Rochester Way 

AS a frequent cyclist and motorist along 
Rochester Way I was amazed to see a new sign 
appear recently, indicating usage was Mon - Fri, 

7 - 10am, 3 -7pm'. I was aware that certain bus 
lanes had day and time restrictions but this is the 
first time I've come across cycle lane restrictions 
and the first question that springs to mind is 
WHY? Has this really been thought through? 
Does it mean that cyclists can only use the lane 
during the specified days and times or is it meant 
to indicate to motorists that they can use the 
cycle lane for driving/parking outside these day/ 
time periods? 

Were the road safety organisations consulted on 
this change? and is it planned to be implemented 
throughout the borough?

• A council spokesperson said: "We are 
pleased that Mr Cockle is using the improved 
cycle lanes in Rochester Way. They are 
consistent with our strategy to encourage safer 
cycling across the Royal Borough. 

Motorists are not allowed to enter or park at 
any time in the cycle lanes on Rochester Way 
except for a relatively short length where 
motorists are allowed into the lane during 
off-peak hours. This allows residents to have 
deliveries and visitors. It does mean that 
cyclists may occasionally have to move out of 
the lane but that would be when the road is less 
busy. The arrangement was carefully thought 
through and only introduced after extensive 
consultation and after a road safety audit. 

Our objective is to try to separate cyclists from 
traffic wherever it makes sense to do so but 
every location is different"

Police cadets attendance 
reaches record high 


THE number of local young people join- 
ing the police cadets in Royal Greenwich 
over the last year has risen by 50% - 
reflecting a London wide trend which has 
seen a record number of people signing 
up. 

Their efforts have been recognised by 
the Met Police Commissioner, Sir Bernard 
Hogan-Howe, and the Mayor of London, 
Boris Johnson, who welcomed the fact 
that 4,000 young Londoners are helping to 
keep their communities safe. 

Last year, the capital's police cadets gave 
almost 200,000 hours of their time to assist 
their communities, including stewarding 
at major events such as the London Mara- 
thon. They were also involved in helping 
local Safer Neighbourhood Teams with 
street surveys and informing residents 
about how they could stay safe. 

The police cadet scheme teaches basic 
knowledge in policing activity including 


arrest and custody procedures and first 
aid, and aims to encourage confidence 
and skills development.

RESIDENTS will have access 
to a complete range of law 
services under one roof when 
Plumstead Community Law 
Centre (PCLC) relocates to 
Woolwich next month. 

The centre is the last remaining 
free law centre in SE London and 
will run services from its new 
home from Monday October 5, 
leaving its base in Plumstead 
High Street after 35 years. 

PCLC is a fully independent 
organisation funded in part 
by the royal borough. It offers 
free specialist advice, casework 


and tribunal representation in 
employment, immigration and 
welfare. 

The move sees the PCLC based 
alongside Greenwich Housing 
Rights (GHR), giving residents 
access to specialist, professional 
advice in all the main areas of 
social welfare law under one 
roof. The move also means the 
two organisations can coordinate 
services more closely saving 
money and protecting frontline 
services in the future. 

The free services offered by 
the PCLC helps a wide range of 
residents in need of legal help and 
advice. One client received arrears 
in incapacity benefit of £4,200 
when the centre represented her 


at a social security appeal tribunal 
while another, who was supported 
at a five-day employment tribunal, 
was awarded £42,000. 

Law centre senior solicitor Nick 
Bisson said: “The law centre is 
fully independent, provides a free 
service to residents and plays a 
vital role in the local community. 
It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to maintain frontline 
services with further reductions 
in funding for legal advice and 
increasing demand. What makes a 
lot of difference is the support of 
the royal borough which helps us 
to maintain our services and help 
local people.”

Time to apply for a secondary school place for 2016 


PARENTS are reminded that it pays 
to have a good look around and 
get as informed as possible before 
deciding on a secondary school for 
their child. They can visit schools 
during September and October 
when the royal borough’s secondary 
schools highlight what they offer to 
prospective pupils through various 
open days. 


The application period for secondary 
schools starts today (September 1) and 
closes on October 31. The date for the 
outcome of applications is March 1 2016. 

Cllr John Fahy, deputy leader of the 
royal borough and cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “The council 
is committed to working with local 
secondary schools to ensure that young 
people in Greenwich have the best 
possible start in life. Pupils studying 


in the royal borough have access to 
excellent learning opportunities and in 
our latest GCSE results, the proportion 
of Greenwich students passing at A* - C 
remains above the national rate and this 
includes English and Maths. 

“I highly recommend that parents 
attend open days at schools in Royal 
Greenwich, which will allow them to 
explore all the opportunities available 
and learn what secondary education 


means for their children.”

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GCSE results - what to do next

CALLING all students who have 
just received their GCSE results. 

However you did, there is help and 
advice available in the borough for 
you to develop your skills, leading to 
a career. The council has worked with 
different organisations to expand the 
range of options available for post- 
16 students which include . college 
courses, apprenticeships and training 
schemes. 

There are several types of courses for 
16 to 19 year-olds. To make the most 
of their abilities and talents, it may be 
possible for young people to combine 
courses at different levels. Young 
people should ask their school, college 
or training provider about this. 

Post-16 courses are made up of 
four levels and designed to allow 
participants to gain new skills and 
experience, and achieve qualifications. 
Entry level courses and Level 1 
provides training and personal 
development opportunities. Levels 1 
to 3 help participants to improve their 
knowledge, skills and experience 
culminating in qualifications such as 
GCSEs, apprenticeships, BTECs, NVQs, 
and AS and A-levels. 

Other options offered include the 
borough’s specialist skills centres, 
such as the Construction Skills Centre 


in Kidbrooke, run by Greenwich 
Community College. There is also the 
flagship Royal Greenwich Equestrian 
Centre, which offers courses to those 
who want qualifications to work with 
horses and in equine care. 

The council is also taking its ‘Your 
Future’ roadshow to different locations 


in the borough, providing young people 
with advice and information on their 
next step. The roadshows will run on 
various dates until September 29 at 
youth hubs and public spaces across 
the borough. For full details at www.

said: “With students now expected 
to stay in education or training until 
the age of 18, now is the time to be 
ambitious and start thinking about 
your options. The council is doing 
everything possible to provide advice 
information and opportunities to help 
young people make the best choice. 
No matter your results, there will be 
training or education opportunities for 
you and support on hand to help you 
fulfill your potential.”

A new birth centre is bom 



MUMS-to-be are getting a home birth 
experience at the new Greenwich 
Birth Centre in the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital, Woolwich. 

The new centre offers four birthing rooms, 
with five en-suite postnatal rooms for 
mothers who may need to stay overnight. 

Natural birthing aids, including a luxury 
birthing pool as well as stools, slings and 
birthing balls are also provided in every 
birthing room. 

Situated on the maternity unit at QEH, it 
also has a midwife team who can provide 
one-to-one support throughout labour. 

‘Call the Midwife’ actress Laura Main, 
better known as Sister Bernadette to BBC 
viewers, came to do the honours for the 
official opening of the centre last month 
which also saw staff and new mums who 
have recently given birth at the centre. 


Laura Snaith, 29, who had her daughter 
Emily in April, said: “It was a great 
experience. I found it very calm, very 
relaxing, very welcoming - the kind of 
home-from-home experience that I was 
hoping for.” 

Thirty-one year old Sarah Massey had her 
daughter, Annabeth, at the centre in June. 
She said: “It was a fantastic experience. I 
definitely had this pre-conception of labour 
being painful and everything that could go 
wrong would go wrong. 

But everything went really well - our birth 
plan went according to plan and we had a 
midwife one-on-one for the entire time we 
were here. I would recommend it to anyone.” 

Helen Knower, head of midwifery for 
Lewisham and Greenwich NHS Trust, said: 
“Women’s choice is at the top of our agenda 
and the new Birth Centre offers women 
the choice of giving birth in a beautiful 


and calm environment. As it is based in 
the maternity unit women have the added 
security of knowing they are in a hospital.” 

Dr Jacque Gerrard, director England for 
the Royal College of Midwives, said: ’’This 
is an excellent facility which complements 
existing maternity services at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital and in the community. It 
is wonderful to hear the positive experiences 
from local women who have already used 
the centre as they are offered real choices 


and better opportunities for continuity 
of care.”

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Switch on energy-laving dejak

RESIDENTS are urged to sign up 
for the next round of the Big London 
Energy Switch to get better deals on 
their gas and electricity hills. 

The scheme set up by London boroughs 
helps householders save on energy bills 
by grouping together to give them more 
bargaining power with energy providers. 
By signing up they force energy companies 
to compete to offer their best deals. 

Londoners are invited to sign up each 
quarter and energy companies have been 
responding by offering bespoke tariffs 
which means switchers under this scheme 
are getting a better deal than any other 
price available on the market. 

To sign up, residents simply provide some 
information on their energy spend. They’ll 
be made an offer and they can decide if 
they want to go ahead and switch energy 
provider. 

Registration for the next round of 
switching starts today (September 1) and 
residents can sign up until October 12. 

Figures for the switch in February showed 
householders made an average annual 
saving of £254. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for regeneration and 
transport said: “Schemes like The Big 
London Energy Switch have been quite 
successful within the borough, with almost 
5,000 residents already signed up. Anyone 


who pays a household energy 
bill can take part, including tenants and 
people who have prepayment meters. With 
the growing popularity of such schemes 
, we are encouraging our residents to be 
more eco-friendly and think about how 
energy saving home improvements could 
benefit their future bills.”

GLLaB ROYAL borough of

CHILDREN are the main focus 
in the latest phase of the police 
and the council’s joint campaign 
to tackle domestic violence in the 
borough. 

Experts say children can be just as 
much the victims as adults - even if 
they do not witness abuse and violence 
at first hand. It might be taking place in 
another room in the home, but they can 
still be badly affected, whatever their 
age, by the shouting, the arguments and 
a toxic atmosphere. 

A new series of hard-hitting publicity 
posters has been released, portraying 
children as young victims, with the 
message ‘You can’t hide domestic 
violence from them.’ 

Evidence has shown that parents are 


seriously, and we are not going to let 
it drop. Violent or abusive behaviour 
towards a partner is never acceptable. 
Where it takes place with children in 
the home, it can have long-lasting and 
devastating effects. We will take strong 
and decisive action against people who 
commit abuse so we can help protect 
their partners and their children." 

The council funds a local Domestic 
Violence Intervention Unit (DVIT), 
a specialist police unit based at 
Plumstead police station. Borough 
Commander Chief Supt Helen Millichap 
said: "Domestic abuse is a serious crime 
which isolates victims and will often 
remain unreported. It is a priority for 
Greenwich police, and we urge people to 
call us if they are a victim of this type 
of crime or have information that could 
help us keep someone safe. 

“We work closely with the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich to end the 
cycle of violence, bring offenders to 
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more likely to seek help to change their 
behaviour if they are made to face up 
to the damaging effects their behaviour 
has on their children. Research shows 
that children raised in abusive homes 
are also more likely to become abusers 
themselves, suffer from stress and 
depression, and fall behind at school. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment, said: 

“The new posters are the latest stage in 
our crucial campaign to tackle domestic 
violence in all its forms. We take it very 


justice and provide practical support 
to victims. We know that ending abuse 
requires complex support and that it 
must be sensitive to the needs of the 
victim. That is why police do not work 
alone on this. Many of the hidden victims 
of domestic abuse are children who 
experience or witness violence within 
their family and who we must protect. 
This campaign helps to raise awareness 
about the support your local police and 
council can provide to families affected 
by domestic abuse, and we hope it will 
encourage people to come to us for help."

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HOUSING for Women is an independent 
organisation supporting women in London, and 
is both a charity and a housing association. 

It has five refuges in the borough with a capacity for 
30 women and 40 children. They also offer a floating 
support service for more than 30 women each year, 
plus specialist refuges meeting the needs of Asian 
women and women with substance misuse problems. 
It also gives advice to more than 2,000 callers each 
year through its domestic violence helpline. 

Callers can expect advice, support and help in 
assessing the nature of the abuse they have suffered 


(physical, mental and/or psychological). They will 
be talked through their options and signposted to 
specialist agencies, refuges and the options around 
staying in their home. It also helps women to report 
their abuse to the police, and to access legal support 
such as injunctions. 

Jakki Moxham, Housing for Women’s chief 
executive, said: “Children who are witnesses and 
victims of domestic abuse are some of the most 
vulnerable in society. At Housing for Women, our 
specialist children’s workers in Greenwich provide 
both one-to-one and group support to victims of 


domestic abuse across the borough. Without these 
services, children who experience domestic violence 
may grow up believing that abuse towards women 
and girls is acceptable, and may even display such 
behaviour towards others. Specialist support is 
vital in helping children to come to terms with their 
trauma and go on to have happy healthy relationships 
with other adults and children in the future.” 


# The Housing for Women information and referral 
helpline for women escaping domestic violence is 0208 
317 8273. 
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"Most of the men we see here who are at high risk are 
not in partnership relationships. The abuse is coming 
from other adults or teenage children. We get referred 
to us older couples, or older men, who are living with a 
teenager or adult who has issues and is being violent or 
quite seriously abusive. We try to advise them how they 
can be safe, and we can lead them to services that can 
support them." 

A national charity called the Men's Advice Line 
provides a helpline for men who are suffering from 
domestic abuse. It has been running for 10 years, and 
deals with around 10,000 calls a year. The charity says 
these are mainly from men in the 18-50 age group, most 
are heterosexual and being abused by their partners. 

They have supported a range of victims who have 
left positive feedback including 37-year-old Scott who 
said the service "made me feel relaxed, confident and 
positive about making the steps to end my relationship." 
George, 55, said: "I am so glad I phoned you, I have been 
suffering for years and I didn't know that there was a 
service out there for men. Thank you for validating my 
experiences." And an unnamed caller said: "The advice 
you gave me helped me support my brother through a 
very difficult time. He finally left and is doing very well. 
Thank you."

DOMESTIC violence is utterly unacceptable regardless of 
who is causing it. Between Oct 2013 and Sept 2014, 20% 
of domestic violent offences reported to the Greenwich 
police involved men as the victims. 

Many people believe that women are always the 
victims of domestic violence, but men, in both 
heterosexual and gay relationships, can also find 
themselves victims of abuse. And older people, both 
men and women, may become abused by members of 
their own families. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough's cabinet member for 
community safety, said: "Our third set of publicity posters 
for the campaign is designed to help victims - both men 
and women — to come forward and seek help and they 
also show the impact it can have on young children. 

"The council is committed to tackling the cause of 
the issue with our partners and we have funded the 
dedicated police Domestic Violence Intervention Team 
to ensure victims of domestic violence do not feel 
helpless or suffer in silence. We want to get across the 
message that local residents can do something if they 
are worried a friend, relative, a neighbour or stranger 
may be suffering domestic violence or abuse behind 
closed doors." 

Her Centre director Stacy Smith stressed: "We will 
provide support to men over the phone, particularly 
around legal issues, and talk them through their 
options. 


The impact of partnership working 


THE Royal Greenwich Against Domestic 
Violence and Abuse campaign was 
launched at the start of 2014 as a 
partnership involving the council, 
Greenwich police, NHS Greenwich and 
local support groups including the Her 
Centre and support services for men and 
women. 

The local DVIT police team at Plumstead 
Police Station works with a specialist 
team of support workers from the Her 
Centre and Housing for Women, so that a 
total service can be provided for victims. 

Latest figures showed that from July 
2014 to March 2015 the police team 
conducted 1,260 home welfare visits, 
a 63 per cent increase on the previous 
year. The team also supported more than 
350 high risk victims and tackled 127 
perpetrators taking action in a range of 
ways including 19 non-molestation court 
orders. 

As a result of the concentrated 
work with the highest risk victims and 
offenders, a review earlier in the year 


showed an 83 per cent fall in repeat 
incidents involving high risk victims and 
an 80 per cent drop in attacks involving 
the serious repeat offenders. 

The extra support is backed by a public 
awareness and publicity campaign which 
shows that people of all backgrounds, 
genders, ages or social groups can 
become victims of domestic abuse.

The campaign reveals that abuse has 
many forms, does not always include 
violence, and importantly recognises that 
men also experience domestic violence 
and abuse. 

Last year there were more than 2,600 
calls to the council's dedicated Domestic 
Abuse helpline on 020 8317 8273. This 
is an increase of 69 per cent over the 
previous year. Over the same time visits 
to the website www.royalgreenwich. 
gov.uk/domesticabuse also increased 
especially when poster and publicity 
campaigns were running.

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Help at the 
Her Centre

THE Her Centre in Woolwich is a 
women-led charity set up in 1997 
that supports more than 1,000 
women a year who live, study or 
work in the borough. 

It offers free and confidential advocacy, 
counselling, and advice on domestic 
abuse and violence, rape and sexual 
abuse, relationship abuse for younger 
women and emergency housing when 
domestic violence is involved. They also 
provide support to men who are victims 
of domestic violence, particularly 
around legal issues and talk them 
through their options. 

The centre runs weekly classes in 
good parenting and mums can go along 
and learn good parenting techniques. 
Her Centre director, Stacy Smith 
said: “We provide support to victims, 
helping them to get legal protection as 
well as support, both emotionally and 
practically, for example with housing 
and finance. 

“More data is now becoming available 
that shows the long term impact of 


domestic violence on children. People 
assume that if they are not in the same 
room and involved, then they are not 
affected. But research shows there is a 
huge range of impacts on children. Some 
will become withdrawn, some will think 
violence is normal in a family, and some 
will become very mistrusting. Some 
could eventually become perpetrators 
themselves, at any age. All children can 
be affected, from very young in infancy 
all the way up to older teenagers. If kids 
are traumatised, they are more likely to 
be naughty. It is the right time in this 
campaign to raise awareness of the 
impact it has on children. It can only be 
a good thing.” 

Her Centre volunteer helper Clare Platt 
had been in a long-term relationship 
involving domestic violence. She was 
signposted to the centre by the police 
and said: “The centre was fantastic 
because they made me see that what I 
was living through was wrong, and not 
acceptable. They helped me through 
the criminal justice system, and my 
life’s been great since. I had 18 months 
of counselling and I’m a completely 
different person now, and I run a 
parenting programme for women who 
have experienced domestic violence.”
